It is nt the part of the 
ſame man, to grieve that it hath not befalne bim long, 
yet not to rejoyce, that it hath happen'd at all. See there» 
fore, how much happier youare then thoſe who never 
had a (onne; and yet they mourne not. But if wee ac- 
count chitdren goods, and certainely they are the chie- 
felt, itis b<tter not to have had them long, then never, 
For, even when they are taken from us, the remem- 
brance of them- remaines (till; a great delight to a 
gratefull minde. You fee then, parents have very little 
cau(c to grieve, if wee weigh griefe not according to 
the vulgar opinion, but 112ht reaſon + Beſides, that 
the majelty of a parents authority, and that ſacred do- 
minion of nature un»ecommingly (toopes ſo low, as to 

ewaile him dead, of whoſe life your ſelfe were the 
author ; and ta ſubmit your paſſions to him, whole pal- 
ſions you are commanded to rule over. Havea care, 
you do nothing misbeſeciming the high dignity of a pa- 
rents name, in which God and Nature haveplac'd you; 
and yet upon ker wee liſt to lay the fault of our impati- 
ency : neither 1s any detence to ready, even of woma- 
niſh lamentation, as that it proceeds from Nature, 
But we are guilty of manifelt calumny, in imputing our 
crime to her. Weall give way togriefe, yea molt of us 
enforce it ; fo pleaſing 1t is, then which yet nothing 1s 
more unpleafing. No inan is more miſerable then hee 
thinks himſelt ; and griefe no lefſe, then other things, is 
upheld by opinion. We deſcrve therefore to be opprels'd 
With griefe,if we will nt luppretle it.

' Amongthoſe reaſons which diflyade from lamenting 
| forthe dead, this is even a chicfe,' that wee muſt for- 
beare a griefe which is in vaine, which may adde us to 
them, cannot bring back them tous. Let that ſorrow 
ceaſe, which ifit ceaſe not, nothing availes. Wee ſhall 
ſooner want teares then matter for teares, which this 
Univerſe continually ſuggeſts : and whereas therefore 
nothing ought to be more precious, nor are they ra(hly 
to be (hed, of which there is io much uſe : on the con- 
trary, we are of notbing fo prodigall; and indeed, 
when wee have leaſt cauſe. Many are the evills which 
kg ſurprize a man unawares. But, thenthe death of him 
Jand his, nothing is more certain. We mult not weep fot 
” that done, which, that it would come to palle, we were 
not ignorant of, What do the ſo frequent founds of 
paſſing bels fignifie, but that no body is Natures favou- 
rite? Others milchances daily admoniſh us, that they 
gre co:nmon - and yet when to many funeralls paſte be- 
fore our eyes, when we follow ſo many to buriall, we

That all things are born on this condition, that whatſo= 
ever had a beginning, mult have an ending : and that 
one family cannot without impotent arrogancy thinke 
to eſcape from that ruine which the whole world ex- 
pets. That whatſoever we call miracles, even moſt 
famous Cities which yet are longer liv'd then men, have 
periſhed. This indeed is ſomething, not to bee wil- 
ling to challenge privately to himlelfe a griefe, whoſe 
caule is publique ; andto {abmit his forrow to common 
mortality z but we have far greater comforts given us 
in the Souls immortality, which we attaine by an aſſured 
faith, He is not taken away from us, bnt taken againe 
ty God, whom he had granted us during his owne plea- 
ſure, and did but lend Bim.
